This  year,  The  EVVY  Awards  will  award  student  work 
in  over  forty-five  categories,  including  television 
and  video,  film,  writing,  journalism,  marketing, 
photography,  audio,  new  media,  and  performance. 
The  EVVY  Awards  prides  itself  on  recruiting  top 
professionals  from  the  communication,  visual,  and 
performing  arts  fields  to  judge  student  work.  Last 
year's  judges  included  professionals  from  Saturday 
Night  Live,  Late  Night  with  Conan  O'Brien,  The  Daily 
Show  with  Jon  Stewart,  The  Late  Show  with  David 
Letterman,  Banana  Republic,  MTV  VH1,  Sirius  Radio, 
CNBC,  and  Soap  Opera  Digest. 


The  EVVY  Awards  also  honors  Emerson  College  graduates  with  the  EVVY  Award  of  Distinction.  This 
award  is  given  for  outstanding  lifetime  achievement  in  the  fields  of  communication,  visual,  and 
performing  arts.  Past  award  recipients  include  John  Wentworth  of  Paramount  and  Doug  Herzog 
of  the  USA  Network,  Denis  Leary,  Henry  Winkler,  and  Kevin  Bright,  Executive  Producer  of  Friends. 
The  EVVY  Awards  also  includes  roll-ins,  congratulatory  messages  from  celebrities  and  industry 
professionals  to  the  winners  and  nominees,  in  the  annual  show.  Recent  roll-ins  include 
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Leslie  Moonves,  James  L.  Brooks,  Oliver  Stone,  and 
the  casts  of  Law  & Order,  The  West  Wing,  and  Friends. 

In  addition  to  holding  an  annual  awards  show,  The 
EVVY  Awards  sponsors  many  events  throughout  the 
year,  designed  to  inform  and  educate  the  Emerson 
community.  These  events  host  professionals  from  the 
outside  community  in  the  various  majors  Emerson 
offers.  Past  events  have  included  News  Night,  High 
Definition  Showcase,  Entertainment  Marketing  Night, 
and  New  Media  Night.
